UP^— 'The cars and 
feeding of stockholders occupies

more today than it used to: 
Sensational proxy fights in the 
last tu o years have focussed at­ 
tention on what makes sharehold­ 
ers unhappy (usually dividend pol­ 
icies or declining market values of 
their shares.) 
The big bull market, numerous 
stock spits, and such big issues 
of new or additional common stock 
as Ford, Campbell Soup and Gen- 
r 
erat Motors, and American Tele­ 
phone 
Si Telegraph’s convertible 
debentures have united to spread 
stock ownership among people who 
never owned stock before. 
That makes all the more share­ 
holders 
that 
corporate 
manage­ 
ment now must keep reasonably 
happy and contented. 
With the peak season of annual 
stockholder meetings only a few 
weeks away, the question of “ fair* 
£ 
ness to stockholders’’ is to tile fore 
again. 
Citing a continuing study of man­ 
agement practices of 4,000 corpora­ 
tions, the American Institute of 
Management is issuing today 
a 
two-edged guide to fairness, in­ 
tended for use by both manage­ 
ment and stockholders. 
It discusses how dividend rates 
should be set, whether they should 
be paid out of accumulated sur- 
• 
plus, the plowing back of earnings, 
stock splits vs. stock dividends, 
and annual reports. 
The Institute holds that a com 
pany’s dividend rate should be de­ 
termined 
by 
its 
balance 
sheet 
rather than by its annual earnings 
It argues that “ dividends can be 
paid out of disposable liquid as­ 
sets, not out of nominal dollar earn­ 
ings which may need to be 
re­ 
served for purposes other than div- 
p 
idends, or which may have been 
channeled into inventory accumu­ 
lation.” 
A firm annual dividend rate “ be­ 
low which the company will not 
reduce paym ents” is the policy of 
better managements, the Institute 
holds. Unusually high net income 
should call for an extra dividend, 
it contends, and larger ordinary 
dividends shouldn’t be declared un- 
less management “ feels the new 
J 
rate can almost certainly be main­ 
tained in all future years.’ 
The guide also favors, “ where 
circumstances*’* a rra n t” , payment 
of dividends out of accumulated 
surplus, despite losses in income— 
as many companies did during the 
depression 
The Institute prefers the stock 
dividend to the stock split except 
when the m arket value of a stock 
has gone too high for the average 
P 
investor and the price is subject 
to violent swings. It holds that a 
split means a reduction in the par 
value or the stated value of each 
share. 
The stock dividend, on the other 
hand shows “ m anagem ent's con­ 
cern for the welfare of its share­ 
holders,” the Institute 
contends. 
The stock dividend means “ a trans­ 
fer o f accumulated earned surplus, 
or of capital surplus, to the stated 
% 
capital value of the shares” — a 
process that does not occur with a 
stock split. 
Flowing back earnings into plant, 
equipment, land, patents or pro­ 
cesses is necessary to the health 
of growing companies industries, I 
the guide points out. In such cases, 
“ a low pay-out ratio of cash divi- J 
dends to earnings is another proof 
of fairness to stockholders” and 
the latter should recognize that 
growing companies often can’t re­ 
gard their annual net income as j 
deductible surplus for dividend pur- j 
poses. 
Annual reports, the Institute says j 
sternly, should “ subordinate pub­ 
lic relations appeal to a true ac­ 
count of the company’s progress, I 
or lack of it.”

Whoever is right—and both poli­ 
tical parties are split on the sub­ 
ject—Ohio enjoys gas rates that 
compare 
favorably 
with

charged in states where the gas 
is produced. 
One of the backers of the legis­ 
lation, Sen. 
A. S. (Mike) Mon- 
ronev (D-Okla), has come up with 
some comparative gas rates in the 
country. 
The average Ohioan, he says, 
pays 66 cents for every thousand 
cubic feet of natural gas.

Maryland — $1.40; New York — 
$1 47; Virginia — SI.52; New Je r­ 
sey _ $2.02: Massachusetts—$2.31, 
and Connecticut—$2 53. 
“ In fact,” an aide to Monroney 
told a reporter, “ Ohio has the low­ 
est rat? in the country except for 
the IO states that produce natural 
gas. A c tu a lly Ohio’s is lower than

It is the contention of Monroney 1 
and other backers that the utilities 
retailing the gas in these high rate I 
states are gouging their customers, 
that they could easily absorb any 
price increase that might develop 
through lack of control over the 
producers. 
Furthermore, they claim that the 
producers' part of anybody's gas 
bill is extremely small. 
But the other side, led prlnci-!

One estimate is that the nation's 
gas bill will rise 900 million dol­ 
lars annually if this bill is passed, 
an average of $50 t consumer.

Prices have been frozen high by the ne­ 
cessities of the gigantic national debt and 
the huge cold war budget. Many had de­ 
spaired of their ever reaching lower levels. 
But America, having solved its production 
problems, may now crack the merchandis­ 
ing puzzle by pricing output w i t h i n the 
reach of more consumers. If that can be 
done, it will be a healthy thing for the 
country.

ness, regarded by many as one 
of the finest actors 
alive,

gards his success with retrained 
enthusiasm. 
“ It s practically all due to lack 
of food and plenty of disappoint­ 
ment,“ he said wryly. “Believe 
me, they 
can 
be 
real 
incen­ 
tives.” 
Critics praise Guinness for his 
Chameleonlike 
ability 
to play 
any role. Perhaps no actor since 
the late Lon Chaney has used so 
many disguises. 
Alec’s roles have ranged from 
the third murder in “ Macbeth” 
to Hamlet. In “ Kind Hearts and 
Coronets” he played eight dif­ 
ferent characters. In his latest 
film, “The Prisoner,” 
he por­ 
trays a cardinal, who fights the 
brain-washing of a 
totalitarian 
government. 
“I like variety in life as well 
as in theater,” he said, “ I hate 
to tie typed. If I see any danger 
of that, I make a dash in the op­ 
posite direction. 
“ Some people like to find a suc­ 
cess formula and stick to it. I 
don’t have a formula. 
I 
live 
from hand to mouth, 
from in- 
•tmct to instinct.”

WASHINGTON (^ -P re sid e n t El­ 
senhower’s heart attack—and the

raise three questions which are 
seldom mentioned but always are 
present with any man seeking tile 
highest office. 
What happens if, after notnina 
tion by his party's convention, a 
presidential candidate dies or is 
disabled: 
ll) Before election day? (2) Aft­ 
er winning the election hut before 
the College of Electors can for 
mally vote him in? (3) After win­ 
ning the election and getting the 
electoral vote but before he can 
take office? 
The first and third questions are 
easier to answer than the second. 
No. I—The Democratic or Re­ 
publican National Committee, de­ 
pending on which party nominated 
him, would name someone else as 
its party's presidential candidate. 
It could shove the vice presiden­ 
tial candidate into the top spot and 
pick another person to run for the 
vice presidency. 
The committees get the authority 
to take care of this kind of em er­ 
gency through a specific resolu­ 
tion approved every four years by 
their parties’ national presidential 
conventions. 
If a candidate died too close to 
election 
day—say, 
perhaps, 
the 
day before—the national committee 
might not have* time to agree on 
a candidate to replace him be­ 
cause the members are so widely- 
scattered. 
No. 3 — If a man wdio wins 
the election and is formally voted 
for as president by the College of 
Electors dies or is disabled be­ 
fore taking office, his vice presi­ 
dential running mate would auto­ 
matically take office as president. 
This is provided for in the Con­ 
stitution's 20th Amendment 
No. 2—This is a tricky one which 
can’t be flatly answered: 
What 
happens if a presidential candidate 
wins the election but dies or is 
disabled before the College of elec­ 
tors formally votes him in° The 
election this year is on Nov. 6; 
the electors meet Dec. 17. 
R em em ber: On Nov. 6 you do 
not directly vote for president or 
vice president. You vote for a slate 
of electors chosen by their party. 
The electors have generally felt 
morally bound to vote for their 
p arty ’s candidate. But under the 
Constitution they are not legally 
bound to do so. 
Thus if the winning candidate 
died before the electors met, they 
could if they wished vote for any­ 
one they liked. 
A lawyer for one of the national 
committees said this would hap­ 
pen: The national committee would 
pick someone to replace the can-

already in or eligible to join the 
Guard. Spokesmen for Company 
I have emphasized the many ad­ 
vantages of service in that bran­ 
ch, including the opportunity to 
serve in the same company with 
men from this vicinity. 
The new Military Reserve Act 
became effective last Fall. Its pro­ 
visions are complicated, and some 
sections have not yet had full legal 
interpretation. 
As a general sum m ary of this 
important law, however, Shaw' has 
submitted the following:

Purpose: To strengthen and im­ 
prove the reserve forces so they 
can be more quickly mobilized for 
w ar or domestic emergency. 
Selective service: The new act 
does not 
affect 
a 
young m an’s 
draft obligations—except that he 
had several new ways of reducing 
his time on active duty and the 
number of years in the reserve 
afterward. 
Compulsory: The new act makes 
reserve service compulsory. Fail­ 
ure to comply could mean 45 days 
of active field duty, court-martial 
or immediate induction if in a de­ 
ferred status. 
Coverage: Prim arily, the act af­ 
fects the Army, draftees and men 
leaving any branch of service. Ac­ 
tually, it applies to all branches 
of the armed forces. Each branch 
m ay accept any, all, or none of 
the provisions, however. The Air 
Force, for example, could hardly 
accept six-month 
enlistments 
be­ 
cause it needs more time to train 
men for technical jobs, while the 
Arm y can easily give basic com­ 
bat training in six months. 
Categories: There are two main 
categories established in the act 
as follows: 
(a )—Ready Reserve. This group 
wilt include men in training, in­ 
cluding the National Guard, who 
are organized and combat-ready, 
subject 
to 
imm ediate 
callup 
if 
needed. 
(b)—Standby Reserve. This will 
consist of a non-organized pool of 
men, who do not take any regular 
training. From 
this pool, 
exper­ 
ienced personnel may be selected 
tor active duty if needed. 
Exemptions, 
transfers: 
Some 
men can be exempted (divinity 
students, for instance). Others can 
be shifted from ready reserve to 
standby 
reserve. 
These 
include 
men with critical civilian .skills or 
critical defense w o r k e r s , men 
whose reserve duty would cause 
“ extrem e personal or community 
hardship,” and men whose mili­ 
tary skills are not needed in tile 
ready reserve.
